IS PAINTED-" 

The tragedy of a man who died at the wrong 
time is seen in the death of Rudyard Kipling. 
Had he died forty years ago, as the Victorian 

era was grasping on its cltatli Ixd. Ik- would 
have probably been acclaimed the greatest of 
the late Victorian poeu. Last week he died, a 
great writer, but a wiitti out of tune, as inanv 
daim, with the times. .So billei was be against 
the exploitation of modern ideas, and so caic- 
ful was he against being exposed to them that 
his seclusion from the world made him virtually 
unknown to the younger generations. 

Although he lived in America for the short 
5|)an of four years, he later became eloquent in 
bis denouncement of the inlhix ol Anmican 
ideals into England and the luiitineiit. it is 
thought by many, however, that he really loved 
this (ountiv. but iIkii be w.is foiced to pretend 
the opposite bccuuM: of leluiive beliefs. 

The fact remains, nonetheless, that Kipling 
was a great |xx-t and as such deserves a place in 
ihe hall of the dead— great. It is safe to say, we 
believe, that much ol bis |M>eiry will live long 

after the works of many of those be denounced 
•o thoroughly.

Ihe Hau[)tmann case jumps into tin head- 
lines again with Go\cinoi Holfman's investiga- 
tion, carried on through the chief of detectives 
of Burlington County, New Jersey, creating grave 
doubts about the justice of the settlement. Much 
is made of a letter allegedly mailed from Buffalo, 
N. Y., which is supposed to have predicted where 
the baby would be found. Also ii is now biouj^ht 
out that while it has been established that a 
piece of wood of the famous ladder came from 
Hau|)im;inns attic, no investigation has been 
c ai I ied on lo find out where the rest of the wood 
was obtained. 

1 he kidnaping story has never been explained 
to the satisfaction of the American |K-ople. We 
have had plenty of circumstantial evidence. The 
passing of the money, and the ladder evidence 
INunt to the fact that Hauptmann was involved. 
He might have bei n one of a grou|) of plotters, 
or merely the one who was caught on planted 
evidence and passage of "hot" money. 

H.iiic ls of ink weie used during and .iftei the 
Haupiinanii trial in the newspapers ui the coun 
try criticising the manner in which the trial was 
conducted. .Many a peison feels that it was just 
one grand ciicus in which eveiyone— including 
the press— was attempting to get the spotlight. 
The blunders of the counsel for the defense be- 
came notorious during the trial and afterward. 

Regardless of the degree to which Hauptmann 
was involved in the crime, the American peo. 
pie want a more complete explanation. They 
feel that until the case has been more satisfac 
torily explained the death sentence should not 
be im|>osed. Perha|M in the future some links 
iii.is Ik- louiiil ill ilu (liaiii of m\slei\, and then 
pciltaps tiirough Haupiiiiuiin the test of the 
caae can be fully explained. Under the drcum- 

stances, fiovciiioi Molfiiian will not i c-c t-i\ c- great 
ciiiicism il be steps iii to prevent the death pen- 
alty until inoie inquiry has been made.— TAcr 
Af inn#M>l« i>Miy, University of Minnesota.
